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VBT hero John Henderson dies Dec. 14 at age 52 


John Thomas Henderson, Jr., age 52, 
who 


a lifelong Belleville-area resident 
earned a _ National 
Award of Valor for 
pulling a 2-year-old girl 
from a house fire, died 
of pneumonia at St. Jo- 
seph Mercy Hospital on 
Dec. 14. 

A funeral service 
with military honors 
took place at David C. 
Brown Funeral Home 
on Monday. Then, he was cremated. 

He was laid out in his favorite shirt, an 
Alice Cooper t-shirt from the last concert 
he attended with his cousin VBT Police 
Officer/Fire Fighter David Champagne, 
and a fire jacket. 


Henderson 


He was a Van Buren Township fire fighter 
for 15 years and earned the 2015 Firehouse 
Magazine Michael O. McNamee Award of 
Valor. 

Henderson and other honorees were hon- 
ored for displaying great bravery in the 
face of dangerous conditions. 

The story of Henderson’s bravery was 
described in the August 2016 issue of Fire- 
house Magazine: 

“On Dec. 13, 2015, the Van Buren Fire 
Department was dispatched to a working 
house fire in a tri-level-style home. Lt. 
John Henderson arrived with his partner, 
Firefighter [Bronson] Campbell, and saw 
that the second floor of the home was well 
involved with fire. Henderson was alerted 
to the fact that a young child was still in- 
side the home. He rushed to the front door 


and directed his attention to the area where 
police officers had first observed a child; 
however, he could only see smoke and 
fire conditions. With the fire only about 
12-18 inches off of the floor, he donned 
his SCBA, only to realize he had left his 
helmet on the truck. Sensing he only had 
a matter of seconds to attempt a rescue, he 
entered the front door and began crawl- 
ing on his stomach. Moments later, he felt 
the soft clothing of a small toddler. Under 
intense heat, Henderson dragged her with 
him back to the front door. He was met 
there by Firefighter Campbell, who began 
providing medical care to the unresponsive 
girl. The 2-year-old was treated at C.S. 
Mott Children’s Hospital after suffering 
burns to more than 50% of her body. She 
has since been released.” 


Henderson visited little Amariyana 
Wells, the fire victim, in the hospital regu- 
larly until she was released. Fourteen-year- 
old Savion Robinson died in the blaze at 
47515 Denton Road. 

The VBT Fire Department presented 
Henderson with its highest award, the 
Medal of Honor, and the Michigan State 
Firemen’s Association gave Henderson its 
2016 Hero Award. 

Henderson also was in the U.S. Army for 
13 years, serving in a chemical unit during 
the Gulf War. 

He was a teacher of safety procedures in 
closed space rescues and for the last two 
years cleaned paint tanks and oil tanks.

Belleville mayor says plan to shut down fire dept. is off the agenda

At the beginning of Monday’s regular 
meeting of the Belleville City Council, 
Mayor Kerreen Conley said the fire 
department is not on the agenda and, “We 
don’t anticipate that it will come back on 


the agenda.” 
She referred to the proposal to dissolve 
the Belleville Fire Department and 


contract with Van Buren Township for fire 
and emergency medical service in the city 
starting the first of the year. 

Mayor Conley said she didn’t have her 
gavel at Monday’s meeting because it was 
still out in her car. At the Dec. 4 meeting 
where the intergovernmental agreement 
was on the agenda for possible approval, the 
meeting had to be adjourned and moved to 
Belleville High School to continue where 
there was more room for the crowd, so she 
took her gavel along for that meeting. 

On Monday, she said the number of 
people who attended that meeting and 
spoke convinced her to step back. 

She said after the first of the year, a 
team will be put together from Van Buren 
Township and Belleville and they will 
work together to come up with something 
to best serve the community. 

She said the process will begin in January 
and VBT has indicated it will cooperate 
and will set up a committee. The committee 
will include someone from the outside to 
look at the facts and take the emotion side 
out of it, she said. 

Mayor Conley said this facilitator will 
have an outside perspective. 

Raymond Akans 
City Manager Diana Kollmeyer 
announced the loss of one of the city’s 
dear employees, Ray Akans, who will be 
missed. She said he took good care of the 


cemetery. “He owned it.” 

DPW Director Rick Rutherford said it 
is hard to get somebody with that kind of 
pride in his work. 

“Unfortunately, we take people for 
granted,” said Mayor Pro Tem Jack Loria. 
“That cemetery was always in great shape. 
He will be missed.” 

Councilman Tom Fielder said most of his 
family is at Hillside Cemetery and it will 
be difficult to replace Ray. “It is difficult 
for Joy and the family, but it is also a great 
loss to the community.” 

Councilman Jesse Marcotte mourned 
the loss of Akans and also noted the 
community just lost another public servant 
in John Henderson of Van Buren Township. 
Councilman Marcotte said he attended 
the fire academy with Henderson, who 
had served in the Army and Reserves and 
“made one of the most high-profile rescues 
you can make” in the rescue of a 2-year-old 
girl from a house fire in VBT. 

Mayor Conley asked those at the meeting 
to keep Akans in their thoughts during the 
Moment of Silence at the beginning of the 
meeting. 

In other business in Monday’s 23-minute 
meeting, the council: 

e Presented awards to the families 
winning the Home Decorating Contest and 
to Barber Bob’s for winning the business 
category in the contest; 

e Approved setting a public hearing at 
7:30 p.m., Tuesday, Jan. 16, on the move 
to repeal the city’s Medical Marihuana 
Dispensaries ordinance that authorized the 
establishment of dispensaries and facilities 
in the city. Mayor Conley said the council 
would take no action on the Michigan 
Medical Marihuana Facilities Licensing 
Act, which means the city is not opting in; 

e Approved setting a public hearing at 7:30 


p.m., Tuesday, Jan. 16 to consider $48,807 
in 2018 federal Community Development 
Block Grant funds. Kollmeyer said that is 
down from $57,000 this year; 

e Approved the 2019 SMART Specialized 
Services Grant in the amount of $3,651, 
the same as in the past; 

e Approved the mayor’s reappointments 
of: Randy Priest to the Board of Review 
with a term to expire Dec. 31, 2020; 
Rosemary Loria and Sabrina Richardson- 
Williams to the Downtown Development 
Authority with terms to expire Dec. 31, 
2021; Henry Kurczewski, Matt Wagner, and 
Becky Hasen to the planning commission, 
with terms to expire Dec. 31, 2020; and the 
appointment of Laura Nichols to the Parks 
and Recreation Commission with a term to 
expire Dec. 31,2019; 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$110,230.13 and the following purchases 
in excess of $500: to Provident, $4,935 for 
annual life and lost wages insurance from 
the General/Fire account; to Priority One, 
$3,225.20 for uniforms from the General/ 
Fire account; to Miss Dig, $848.94 for 
membership/maintenance fee, from Water/ 
Sewer fund; to Superior Auto & Truck, 
$775.81 for repair of the city’s only dump 
truck, from Major/Local Streets fund; 
and to Wise Technologies, $582.07 for 
computer support from the General/Police 
fund; 

e Noted the next regular meeting will be 
on a Wednesday: Jan. 3, at 7:30 p.m. The 
city offices will be closed Dec. 22 and 25 
and Jan. 1 and 2; 

e Heard Rutherford say when there are 
four inches of snow on the streets, the 
mayor will declare a snow emergency 
and people have to move their cars off the 
streets so the DPW can plow. He said they 
have had their first snow emergency and 


had problems with cars in the street. He 
said he would prefer the cars be moved and 
not have to have police ticket the cars; 

e Heard a veteran question why no 
dignitaries were at the Nov. 11 ceremony 
at the veterans’ monument. Mayor Conley 
said city officials have never been asked to 
participate in that service, although they 
do take part in the Memorial Day service. 
Councilman Fielder said he has been 
working with the VFW to tell the stories of 
the lives of those whose names are on the 
monument on Memorial Day rather than 
having politicians speak; and 

e Went into closed-door session to discuss 
the status and strategy of pending union 
negotiations.

VBT Board OKs 
landfill amendment 
on 4-3 vote 


After almost three hours of arguing 
Tuesday, the Van Buren Townships Board 
of Trustees voted 4-3 to approve the fifth 
amendment to the landfill host community 
agreement with Waste Management. 

Voting yes were McNamara, Wright, 
Martin, and Budd. No votes came from 
Miller, Frazier, and White. 

Supervisor McNamara, who recently 
single-handedly negotiated the final 
parts of the agreement after the township 
negotiating committee had finished with it 
last year, said the $250 million the township 
gets over the next 40 years will make VBT 
financially as solid as the Rock of Gibraltar. 

He said in August of 2016 the township 
was looking at going into receivership in 
2019. He said the passage of the public 
safety millage buoyed up the township. 
Now, with the landfill money coming in, 
the township will be able to maintain its 
levels of services and there would be no 
reason to raise taxes for 40 years. 

There were about 20 members of the 
crowd who got up to speak on the issue. 
Two police officers were in favor. 

After the vote, members of the audience 
mumbled, “It was a done deal,” referring 
to the 4-3 split on the board that gives 
McNamara the approvals he seeks. 

People spoke of campaign contributions 
from Waste Management to McNamara, 
Budd, and Wright. There were rumblings 
of removing four board members by recall.

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Sumpter attorney Rob Young gives glowing report on Nelson Po case

Sumpter Township attorney Rob Young 
gave a glowing report to the township 
board and the public at the Dec. 12 board 
meeting concerning how Sumpter fared in 
the Nelson Po cases. 

Young said he doesn’t usually comment, 
but with the recent resolution of the Po 
case, he had a lot to say. He claimed things 
were printed as fact in the Independent that 
weren’t true. 

Since August 2016, when they got 
information on the Po matter, “I was 
confident what the results would be.” 

He said he is not happy when a criminal 
case is pending or when the township is 
sued. 

He said a preliminary exam was held Oct. 
12, 2016 on a charge against Nelson Po 
before Judge Brian Oakley at 34th District 
Court and there are 50 pages of transcript 
of that exam. He said the judge found that 
Po may have committed the crime, and 
bound him over to circuit court. 

The case was assigned to Judge Boykin 


and the defense charged entrapment and 
outrageous conduct, but on Feb. 17 the 
judge rendered an opinion, denying all the 
defense’s motions. 

“The township acted properly,” Young 
said, adding the judge said he couldn’t 
believe the case would go to trial. 

Then, there was a lawsuit by Po against 
Sumpter Township, Supervisor Morgan, 
and Detective Toth. He said Judge Columbo 
dismissed Sumpter Township and Morgan 
as defendants, citing immunity, but 
continued with Toth because he was said to 
have “acted with malice.” 

He said there was talk about a law suit 
and, “I had to keep quiet,” but ultimately 
the township was served with the lawsuit 
and he continued with the defense. 

He said the Wayne County Forfeiture 
Office got involved and took steps. 

Then, a second law suit was filed, this one 
by Clarita Po, and, “I had to keep it quiet,” 
Young said, conceding he did reply to 
those asking if the township could survive 
a million-dollar law suit by replying, 
“Bring it on!”

The files were full of information on the 
case, Young said, but he didn’t want to try 
the case in public. 

There was a third lawsuit challenging the 
township’s marijuana ordinance and that 
matter was adjourned, he said. 

Young said Judge M. Callahan took over 
the criminal case, since Judge Boykin had 
a murder trial he was handling. 

Nelson Po pled guilty to attempt to 
manufacture marijuana and the plea was 
accepted by the court. Po was “sentenced 
to a short period of time.” It was a high 
misdemeanor and he could continue with 
being a caregiver, Young said. 

As to the lawsuits, there was a summary 
disposition of the cases before Judge Allen 
on Oct. 17 where the parties put their 
settlement on the record. 

Young said of the $460,000, the Wayne 
County Prosecutor’s Office got half and 
half was returned to Mr. Poe. He pointed 
out Po lost $230,000. 

Po’s personal property was returned plus 
other miscellaneous grow items, he said. 
Mr. Po agreed to grow on Harris Road for 
a period of time not to exceed nine months 
and then move to Willis Road, Young said. 

And, $30,000 goes into escrow to 
guarantee that he moves. 

“The township agreed to the settlement 
of the dismissals of three cases, with 
prejudice,” Young said. 

It releases all Sumpter Township 
employees from any and all liability. The 
township agreed it would process Mr. Po’s 
license for the Willis Road property. 

He reiterated the felony charge was 
reduced to a high misdemeanor and Po can 
continue his growing. 

“We drafted a settlement agreement and 
it was signed Saturday,” Young continued, 
saying the license process for Po will be for 
the caregiving license and he will cease his 
marijuana activity on Harris Road within 
12 months. 

Young said there was a glitch on the 
payment of the settlement money and so 
he has 12 months on Harris before he has 
to go to Willis. He said they agree to meet 
within 10 days to work that out. 

The insurance company agreed to pay 
$15,000, Young said. 


“The township was asked to kick in extra 
money, but I said the township would not 
pay one cent to Po and Judge Allen did not 
push it,” Young said. 

He said the liens were taken off the 
Medicare. 

“If I read every word of the transcript,” 
Young continued, “... nothing in it says the 
township is required to opt into MMFLA 
(Medical Marijuana Facilities Licensing 
Act) ... people read the garbage that was 
put out there ... the transcript just deals 
with the township ordinance for MMA 
(Medical Marijuana Act) not MMFLA ...” 

He said the township is still reviewing 
the MMFLA. 

He said John Toth was called a liar, the 
police department was disparaged, and the 
board was disparaged. 

He said without John Toth they wouldn’t 
have been able to complete the whole thing 
sucessfully and this all has caused Toth 
anxiety. 

He said you are not allowed to report 
on what is said in closed session, but he is 
going to do it anyway. He said 18 months 
ago he told the board in closed session that 
the case will go nowhere and the forfeiture 
case will end up with a substantial amount 
and the township will get 85% of it. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy said the police 
department did a fantastic job. 

And, the township paid zero,” Young 
said. 

“Thanks, Rob, for the endless, endless 
hours you put into this,” said Treasurer 
Peggy Morgan. “I’m surprised you have 
any hair left. We are very proud of our 
police department. We have the best police 
department in the State of Michigan.” 

“Some people try to destroy the good 
things people do,” said Supervisor John 
Morgan. 

Trustee Don LaPorte thanked the 
attorney, adding, he is happy that it’s over. 
He noted the board was getting the facts 
in closed session right along and couldn’t 
talk about it. 

Editor’s Note: Attorney Young failed to 
mention that, according to the transcript, 
the complete cost of towing and storage 
of the two pickup trucks taken from Po

Rob Young 
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and being returned would be paid for 
by Sumpter. “We’ll take care of that and 
how we’d work that out would be up to 
us,’ Young said in court. The vehicles 
had been held at Insurance Auto Auction 
on Rawsonville Road since they were 
confiscated by Sumpter police on Aug. 16, 
2016. They had piled up $20,000 in storage 
fees since then. The broad waiver signed by 
the Po’s was, among other things, “to make 
sure that Sumpter Township doesn’t get 
sued if the feds get involved or something 
like that,” according to the transcript. As to 
the medical marijuana permit applied for 
by Po on July 28, “... we'll get the license 
issued to Mr. Po based upon the township 
ordinance,” Young told the judge. Po will 
be able to grow marijuana at his Harris 
Road location for 9 (now 12) months 
after the township “planning commission 
completes its review for site plan approval 
on the new building to be constructed on 


Willis Road,” according to the transcript.

made before the official minutes of the 
meeting were approved, he said, so the 
agenda was rearranged. 

In the Nov. 28 motion, the board 
unanimously approved a resolution in 
which the township accepted the storm 
water management and maintenance of the 
storm water management system on the 
Fox Auto property at 8111 Rawsonville 
Road. 

“The county had requested from the 
township a maintenance permit,’ Young 
began, then paused. “Let me back up.” 

He explained whenever any upgrades 
are made to a storm water system, an 
arrangement is made going forward “so we 
don’t have water building up on someone 
else’s property.” 

He said the township enters into a 
management agreement with the business 
for them to file with the register of deeds.

the stormwater management system was 
complete,’ he explained. “But changes 
to the system are still under negotiation 

.. We would reconsider once he finishes 
negotiation ... once it’s complete.” 

He said it was premature in one way. 
He said the permit indicated it was done, 
but they were still negotiating. It should 
be complete in about a year and a half, in 
2019. 

He said he talked to the county and Mr. Fox 
and they are OK with the reconsideration 
motion. 

“When the minutes are approved, that 
becomes the official action of the board,” 
Young said. “If you reconsider before the 
minutes are approved, it’s as if it never 
happened.” 

When the reconsideration motion was 
passed, attorney Young said, “Let the 
minutes reflect that subject is tabled until 
information is received.” A motion was 
made to that effect and passed. 

For several years, the Wayne County 
rules on Storm Water Management have 
been a source of contention with the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees which 
has considered suing the county over the 
requirement. Wayne County is the only 
county in the state that requires local 
municipalities to take responsibility for 
maintenance of a business’ storm water 
management if the business doesn’t do it. 

In other business at the Dec. 12 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the recommendation of the 
Finance Director to opt out of Act 152 for 
the next 12-month period. The state’s cap 
on employee contributions for medical 
expenses is 20% and currently Sumpter 
employees contribute 10%. “We’re under 
the cap and nothing changes,” said attorney 
Young, noting, “You have to comply”’; 

e Approved the placement of one new 
street light on an existing wood pole at the 
corner of Elwell Road and Executive Drive 
at a cost of $893.51. The light is on public 
property and will help the fire department 
find sites in a dark area, said Trustee Don 
LaPorte; 

e Approved a resolution to amend the 
Sumpter Township employees’ retirement 
and trust agreement. “This is important,” 


Young said, noting they are changing the 
names, removing people who aren’t here. 
He said Clarence Hoffman and Maria 
Beaudrie were names still on the non- 
MERS agreement. New names are John 
Morgan, Karen Armatis, and Esther Hurst, 
who are members of the group; 

e Approved the supervisor’s re- 
appointment of Ken Bednark to the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, with a term to expire 
Dec. 17, 2020; 

e Approved the recommendation by 
Hennessey Engineers to award the 
demolition of 42855 Willow Road, 18367 
Savage Road, and 43936 Willow Road 
to Jack Bush Contracting at the total bid 
cost of $45,600, using federal Community 
Development Block Grant funds; 

e Approved hiring Elizabeth Blackburn, 
18, asa fire fighter on the Sumpter Township 
Fire Department, pending a physical. She 
said she earned her EMT during her senior 
year in high school. It was pointed out that 
takes 367 hours of work; 

e Approved hiring Barton Wade Devos, 
Jr., as a full-time police officer, contingent 
upon his successful completion of the 
required physical and psychologial 
examinations and drug screenings. Devos 
is a police officer in the Roswell, New 
Mexico, police department and he will give 
notice there. He is a graduate of Belleville 
High School, Eastern Michigan University, 
and the Wayne County Police Academy, 
said Police Chief Eric Luke. He said Devos’ 
mother and brother live in the community 
and his father is a sergeant on the Van 
Buren Township Police Department; 

e Heard Police Chief Luke report that 
a motor vehicle stolen on Dunn Road was 
found around the corner on Martinsville 
Road, behind a building. He believed it 
was taken by young adults. It was put on a 
Nixle alert, but the situation was contained 
within three residences.

Sumpter planners OK solar farm,

He advised members of the commission 
to “talk among yourselves” for a while, so 
he could power up his laptop and search out 
the completed documents he had intended 
to send them.
